“Gross Irregularities” Are to Be 
Laid Before the Circuit 
__ €ollector Koeln told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he had discovered 
‘new graft in the water rates office, in 
the form of gross irregularities in the 
meter accounts, and that he would lay 
the evidence gathered in a three-days’ 


investigation before Circuit Attorney 
Harvey during the afternoon. Koeln 
said that the -mount of the irregulari- 
ties thus far discovered was in exces3 
of $300, and that it would require sev- 
eral months’ miore work to comple:-¢ 
the investigation of the accounts be- 
tween Sept. 1, 1914, and Sept. 1, 1915. 
Koeln sail he found that the records 
in the meter ledgers had been falsified 
in order to conceal irregularities which 
- made it possible to defraud the city. 
The investigation showed, he said, that 
when the 7800 bills were made out to 
meter consumers, some of them had 
been withheld from the Collector of 
Water Rates, who therefore had no rec- 
ord of the account. Some person or 
pemons responsible for withholding the 
bills from the Collector would then go 
to the consumers whose bilis had been 
withheld andcollect and retain the 
money, sometimes making unreasonable 
discounts to the consumer to induce him 
to pay his bill.

Leaves 20 Cents to Son of His 
Employer to ~ Purchase

Louis Gerster, 50 years old, houseman 
for the family of William F. Gradolph 
wf 4191 Delmar boulevard, killed himself 
and his dog with gas in “his room in 
the attic of the Gradolph home last night 
or this morning.

Gradolph today said Gerster had been 
acting queerly since Monday, when he

He remained there 
with his fox terrier refusing to eat or 
Fermit a doctor to be called, though he 
cemplained of being ill. He was heard 
walking about at 10 o’clock last night. 

Gerster’s mother and sister lived in 
Hannibal, Mo. He had told the Gra- 
dolphs that he sent. most of his earn 
ings to them. 

Clinton Gradolph said -Gerster had 
never spoken to him on the subject of 
cigarettes and he did not know why the 
houseman left his last 20 cents to: him 
to purchase them. 


PREMIER ASQUITH CARRYING 
ON WORK OF THE WAR OFFICE 


Kitchener Declared to Be Temporar- 
ily Absent on Public Duty—Re- 
port of His Resignation Denied. 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—Official denial was 
made today of a report that Earl Kitch- 
ener, Secretary of War, had resigned. 
The announcement follows: 

“During Lord Kitchener's temporary 
mbsence on public duty, the Prime Min- 
ister is carrying on the work at the 
War Office. 

“There is no truth in the statement 
that Lord Kitchener has: resigned.” 

Earl Kitchener was in London last 
week, at the time of Gen. Joffre’s visit 
to England. Since then no report has 
been received concerning his absence 
from the War Office until today. There 
has been no intimation that he might 
resign. In fact, the War Secretary, ac- 
cording to the general understanding in 
London, is to be made a member of the 
small:Cabinet committee which is to be 
charged with direction of the war.

BRYAN COMES OUT 
AGAINST WILSON'S 
DEFENSE PROGRAM 


Declares It Is a “Reversal of 
Our National Policy and a 
Menace to Our Peace.”’ 


‘NATION NOT/THREATENED'’ 


Statement Regarded as Opening 
Gun in Fight Leaders Ex- 
pect in Congress. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Former Sec- 


retary of State Bryan came out squarely 
arainst President Wilson’s national de- 
fense plan today in a formal statement 
in which he took issue with the Presi- 
dent’s views as expressed last night 
before the Manhattan Club in New York. 

“A departure from our traditions; a 
reversal] of our national policy; a men- 
ace to our peace and safety and a chal- 
lenge to the spirit of Christianity, which 


feaches us to influence others by ex- 
ample, rather than by exciting fear,”’ 
is Bryan’s view of the national defense 
plans. 

The former Secretary of State’s staté- 
ment, which reiterates views he previ 
cusly has expressed on the subject of 
Preparedness for war, was ‘Tegarded 
as the opening gun in the fight which 
administration leaders expect in Con- 
gress against adoption of the plan. Bry- 
an’s statement says: 

“I have read the President’s speech 
at New York with sorrow and concern. 
He is doing what he believes to be his 
duty, and so long as a man follows his 
conscience and judgment, we can not 
criticise his motives, but we may be 
compelled to dissent from his conclu- 
sions. I feel it my duty to dissent, and 
as he has given his views with clear- 
ness and emphasis, those who differ 
from him are under a like obligation to 
express themselves with equal clear- 
ness. 

One Statement Obscure. 

“He says that his position is different 
from that of the private individual in 
that the individua: is free to speak his 
own thoughts and risk his ownopinion. 
This sentefnse is a little ob we 
far as he expresses his own pate hy he 


} does not. @itter.from the private citl- 


zen except that he speaks under a sense 
of official responsibility. but where a 
nation’s fate is involved in a policy 
every private citizen who loves his 
country and tries to serve it is con- 
sciovs of responsibility. 

“The President will not assume that 
he is more deeply interested in the 
welfare of his country than the mil- 
lions who elected him for the time being 
their spokesman. And if, as he evident- 
ly believes, he is giving voice to the 
opinions of his countrymen, he is, of 
course, anxious to have them as franks 
with him as he has. been with them. 
How otherwise can he know waether he 
represents or misrepresents their views? 

“He has announced a policy which 
as never before been adopted in thig 
country and never indorsed by any 
party in the country and he has no way 
of knowing, until he hears from the 
seople whether he hps correctly inter- 
preted the will of the public. His ap- 
peal is not to any party, but as he 
says, to men vf ‘all shades of opinions.’ 
He asks for the hearty support of the 
country, meaning, of course, that he 
wants the support, provided the people 
favor the policy which he has outlined. 
He could not, of course, ask them to 
support a policy which they did not in.- 
dorse, especially if they considered the 
policy dangerous to the country. 

“From my view of the subject, the 
plan which he proposes is not only a 
Separture from our traditions, but a fe- 
versal of our national policy. It is not 
only a menace to our peace and safety, 
hut a challenge to the spirit of Chris- 
tianity, which teaches’ us to influence 
others by example, seared than by ex- 
citing fear. 

“A False Philisophy.” 

“The President says we fhould be 
prepared, ‘not for aggression, but for 
defense. That is the ground upon 
which all preparation for war is 
made. What nation ever prepared for 
war on the theory that it was pre- 
paring for aggression?

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FIVE YEARS FOR 
PARTNER’ FRAUD 


John T. Murphy Is Also Fined 
$1000; C. E. King, Real Part- 
ner, Sentenced to Year. 


ADVERTISED FOR AGENTS 


“Partners” Put Up $100 to $300 
for Privilege of “Chasing Am- 
bulances” for Murphy. 


John T. Murphy, an attorney, who 
formerly had an office at 827 Victoria 
Buildirfg, was sentenced by Judge Dyer, 
in the United States District Court to- 


day, to serve five years in the Leaven- 
worth prison and pay a fine of $1000, 
after conviction of using the mails to 
defraud. A jury found him guilty on 
seven counts last night, afv.er hearing 
the stories of 29 “partners” of Murphy, 
who said they were induced by him to 
pay from $100 to $300 for the privilege of 
partnership. 

Charlies E. King, Murphy's real part- 
ner in the swindle, scheme, was sen- 
tenced to a year and a day at Leaven- 
worth. He was found guilty on only 
One count. 

Chester H. Krum. and Montague 
Punch, attorneys for the two men, gave 
notice of appeal, and new bonds were 
fixed at $15,000 for Murphy and $6000 for 
King. Judge Dyer, in imposing sen- 
tence, said the evidence was the most 
convincing he had ever Hstened to from 
the bench. 

Lawyer Murphy’s Method. 

Murphy’s method, according to the 
testimony, was to advertise for a4 
partner with $100 to $300, and, if a 
man who answered the advertisement 
did not have the amount stated in the 
advertisement, Murphy was willing 
to take what he had. 

Each partner was told that he was 
to watch the newspapers for accounts 
of accidents and get the cases for 
Murphy and, when not doing this, he 
was to serve subpenas and _ collect 


bills. The ‘partner’ was installed in 


office in another building. Most of 
the “partners” testified that many of 
the subpenas and OBDills 
turned over to them bore the names).

The ‘partner’ was told in each in- 
stance that the money he was re- 
quired to turn over to Murphy was 
only put up as a-protection. The 
agreement was that, if the partner 
became dissatisfied, his money was to 
be returned to him. When the re- 
turn of the money was asked, Mur- 
phy would say he did not have it, it 
was stated, and that the partner 
would have to find somebody to buy 
the “partner” out. 

Very few, according to the testi- 
mony, g0t any portion of their 
money back. Albert H. Schmidt tes- 
tified that he got $25 back by chok- 
ing Murphy. Arthur H. Planniger 
said he had given Murphy $150. An- 
other man, who wanted to be a 
partner, came and Flanniger sold out 
to him for $200 without Murphy’s 
knowledge. When Murphy heard 
about it, he wanted Flanniger to: 
split with him ‘fifty-fifty,” it was 
testified, but Flanniger refused. 

Deal for a Partnership, 

Amos T. Statler, now of Seattle, 
Wash., formerly a manual training 
instructor in the public schools here, 
gave Murphy $250, it was testified; 
he wanted his money back and Mur- 
phy said it would’be necessary to get 
somebody to buy him out. Cc. Cc. 
Vogelsang put up $50 earnest money 
and promised to return at 4 o’clock 
the next day with $200. Murphy 
called him up and asked him to come 
earlier. He sent his wife and she 
paid the $200 and Murphy gave her a 
receipt. Murphy turned the $100 over 
to Statler, it was said and explained 
that Vogelsang could not see his way 
clear to pay the entire amount. 

Richard. Oberlein, formerly of St. 
Louis, now of Florida, gave Murphy $100 
and was ingtalied in an office in the 
Temple Building. Oberlein painted the 
floor and hung fresh curtains at the 
windows. He subscribed for all the 
newspapers and had stationery printed, 
at his own expense, and soon was busy 
as an “ambulance chaser.” He testi- 
fed that in the four or five months that 
he Was a “partner” he took Murphy 
$1200 worth of business. The agreement 
was that he was to receive one-third of 
the partnership proceeds, but he re. 
ceived nothing, he said, and paid rent 
out of his own pocket. He said he was 
also to receive a salary, but it never 
came.

SLOW PROGRESS IN 
MORAVA. VALLEY 


Advance but 15 Miles in Four 
Weeks in Main Effort to 
Unite With Bulgarians, 


SALONTKI, Nov. 5.—French headauar- 
ters admits that Austro-German cavairy 
has effected a junction with the Bul- 
gars in the Beli Jovan region near Nego- 
tin, but asserts the country in this dis- 
trict is so difficult that it is doubtful 
whether the union of forces will serve 
ony practical end. Negotin is on the 
Danube at a. point where only the 
river separates Rumanian territory from 
the frontiers of Bulgaria and Servia. An 
cfficer of the Servian general staff, dis- 
cussing the situation, said today: 

“The main Austro-German effort to 


| get in touch with the Bulgars is pro- 


ceeding very slowly and with exceed- 
ingly heavy losses up the Morava val- 
ley, through which Turks invaded Hun- 
gary. Gen. Terzitch’s division, com- 
posed of natives of thé Morava valley, 
is offering a desperate resistance. Four 
attacks were required to take Semen- 
dria, which had to be stormed by street 
fighting, every house being a fortress. 
Zabrezge cost three successive charges, 
which ended in hand-to-hand struggles, 
After 13 days the Austro-Germans ar- 
rived before Malakresna, on which they 
reined 10,000 shells and stormed only 
after finding the location of the Servian 
rmoasked batteries which covered it. Seek- 
ing to retire, the invaders were charged 
by cavalry and fled four miles Before 
they could reorganize their shattered 
ranks to resume the attack. 

“On the 19th the Austro-German 
advance up the Morava valley . had 
reached only the Lubejo bridge on the 
Poschavevata line. The next day the 
line extended as far as Azanja; Palan- 
ka fell on the Zist. The total advance 
in this. section in four weeks \was 16 
rriles, scarcely a third of the distance 
to Paracin, where a junction with the 
Bulgarians must be effected by way of 
the Urna valley. Meanwhile, the Bul- 
gerians in this section advanced only 
as far as/the line of Zajecar-Negotin 
Railway. The Servian situation is geri- 
ous, but we have.ne other intention than 
to fight until the last.’’

BUDAPEST, via Amsterdam, Nov, 5.—

dead, Berlin becoming ‘feligious and 
care-free, pleasure-loving Vienna's vi- 
vaciousness somewhat tinged with sad- 
nes®, Budapest alone has an aspect of 
gaiety. 

Here in the hours when the lid is on 
in London, Paris and Berlin, and even 
in Vienna, there is song and darce, the’ 
clink of glasses, the sparkle of wine and 
the laughter of women. 

The theaters, operetta houses, caba- 
rets and. variety, shows are crowded 
nightly. ‘lari Fedak, Budapest's most 
famous actress and fdéotlight ‘idol, told 
me the theaters never have had a more 


successful seasun. 
Wide Open All Night. 

The Hungarian capita! is wide awhke 
all night. The brilliantly lighted cafes 
or coffee houses, as they are called 
bere, are opeh all the 24 hours, an ad- 
journment being taken from ofe room 
to another while they are being cieaned, 
It is in the ¢offee houses where men 
like Molnar, whom I saw at one of the 
fables, write their dramas and com- 
posers conceive their music. 

Berlin’s night life has disappeared 
since the war, but not so with Buda- 
rest. With. Miksa Vrody, writer of 
“Sybil,” “The Marriage Market” and 
ether operatic librettos, and Albert Szir 
mai, composer of “The Girl on the 
Film,” as guides, Karl Kitchen of the 
New York World and myself made a 
tour of the city.

Former Head of Joy Company 
Continued to’ Manage It as 
Independent Concern. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Frank M. Dun- 
} baugh, former president of the Joy 
Steamship Co., was on the witness 
stand again today at the trial of the I! 
former directors of the New Ver, New 
Haven and Hartford Railiroad Co., un- 
cer the Sherman jaw; to continue his 
story of the alleged steps taken by the 
New Haven road to crush the competi- 
tion of the Joy Line and eventually 
gain control. 

The witness said that when in Novem- 
ber, 1906, he sold the Joy line to the 
New Haven, he delivered the stock in- 
dorsed in blank. He turned the shares 
over to President C. 8. Mellen and E. 
G. Buckland, attorneys for the New 
Haven, for $309,000. 

“Mr. Mellen surprised me,” he said, 
“by asking me to manage the line. I 
asked him what I would be expected to 
do. He said that I was to recognize no 
one but himself and name such rules 
as I chose.” 3 

It was decided, the witness testified, 
that nothing should *Be made public 
about the sale, and under Melien's di- 
rection Dunbaugh continued to rim the 
steamship line as an age eR con- 
cern for two years. 

"The Enterprise Line, which the Gov. 
ernment alleges was driven out of busi- 
ness through competition from the Joy 
Line under New Haven rule, practicaily 
failed and went out of business in . 
1907,” sald Dunbaugh. Shortly after- 
ward the Joy Line properties were 
turned over to the United States Trans- 
portation Co., and eventually to the, 
Hartford and New York Transportation 
Co. 

Dunbaugh said he represented tne 
New Haven in the purchase of the Hart- 
ford and New York Transportation Ce. 
At the request of Mellen he had made 
a proposition to C. C. Goodrich, man- 
ager of the line, for the purchase of the 
property and it was accepted.

The iron grip of the British fleet, and 
particularly the activities of Admiral 
Jollico’s submarines in the Baltic, are 
making themselves felt, say the British, 
as never before. 

A year ago it was unnecessary for the 
Kaiser's Government to resort to any 
more stringent regulations than the ‘in- 
troduction of bread cards and restriction 
on breadstuffs in general on the ‘ration 
basis. Such steps were found advisable 
even at the end of the more than av-~- 
erage .good 1914 harvest, and while 
Germany was’ in possession of a vast 
reserve of American cereals imported 
as long before the war as April and 
May. 

This year it was hoped that the con- 
version of every available acre into agri- 
cultural land would produce crops which 
weuld provide the country with as gen- 
erous a supply of farm products as 
Germany had on hand in November a 
year ago. 

The Government figured that the 
Fatherland would thus be able to tide 
ever another winter and spring as suc- 
cesefully as before. But the 1915 German 
crops fell little short of failure. De- 
spite the unprecedentedly large acreage, 
only the potato harvest was above nor- 
mal,

The ogaet of relentless eee on the 


threshold of harvest time completely 
obliterated the prospects of the ex- 
pected bumper yield. The result is, ac- 
cording ‘to the best information avail- 
able here, that, while it would be ex- 
aggerating to assert that the Germans 
are face to face with starvation, they 
are confronted ty far the gravest food 
conditions with which they have had to 
deal during the war.

Papers Discuss Situation. 

The newspapers have been permitted 
to discuse the food situation with con- 
siderable freedom. 
Government waited almost too long to 
grapple with the problem. It is the con-

The agricultural monopolists retort 
that conditions for which they are not 
responsible have necessitated abnormal 
produce of all kinds. They point to the 
fact that Germany is ordinarily depen- 
dent on Russia for fodder for her cat- 
tle, and this is entirely shut off. The 
consequence is that much produce 
which was customarily converted tnto 
ruman food must now feed the animals 
unless Germany’s already diminishing 
supply of cattle and pigs is to be still 
further decimated.

On Thursdays the regulations are the 
same as for Mondays. 

On Fridays, the same as Tuesdays. 

On Saturdays the restaurants may not

The Government particularly expects 
that housewives will not attempt.to cir- 
eumvent the law by buying unusually 
large quantities of meats on Mondays 
and Thursdays, in anticipation of the 
succeeding days of meat restrictions. 

Fines for Offenders. 

Offenders against the meat laws may 
be fined $375. or may given three 
months’ {mprisonment, while they also 
run the risk of having their premises 
closed. The regulations for the estab- 
lishment of maximum prices for fish 
and game clothe the Imperial Chancel- 
lor with the right to fix them on the 
basis of market conditions in Berlin, 
after consultation with experts. All 
communities of 10,000 or more must fol- 
low the prices thus . established.

at Nation’s Ditch, Declares Fu- 
ture Trouble Will Be Prevented. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The great slide 
in Gaillard Cut of the Panama Canal, 
which hag choken that part of the great 
isthmian Waterway with millions of cu- 
bic yards of rock and dirt, until the 


channel is only about 2% feet in width, 


while the depth has been reduced from 
45 feet to varying depths of from three 
to 15 feet, was clearly foreseen as long 
ago ag October of last year. 

For months before the sudden plunge 
of the great mass into the canal, Gen. 
Goethals, Governor of the Canal Zone, 
and his associates worked day and night 
keeping the channel clear, their calou- 
lations being such that had the slide 
continued its way slowly the engineer- 


ing staff would have been able to free; 


the threatened part of the cut as fast as 
the dirt and rock came into it. 
Gen. Hodges Explains. 
This statement was made by Brigadier- 
General H. F. Hodges, U. S&S. A, who 


until his promotion to his present rank, 


last year, was Aasistant Chief Engineer 
ef the Canal, and who knows every 
foot of the waterway from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific terminals. 

Gen. Hodges, who has kept in close 
touch with the situation caused as .a 
result of the great slide, talked of the 
problem confronting Gen. Goethals. 

For the beneSt. of the. pessimistic, it 
can be stated that’ instead of irreparably 
damaging the canal the great slide will 
in the end make the canal a safer water 
course, and when it is removed the dan- 
ger of a recurrence will, to a great ex- 
tent, have been eliminated. 

Gen. Hodges, who now commands the 
North Atlantic Coast Artillery District, 
which embraces all of the fortifications 
from Fort Totten north to’ Maine, with 
headquarters at Fort Totten, talked at 
his headquarters, while before him were 
copies of the reports made to the Gov- 
ernment by the Panama Cana! officials 
concerning the Gaillard Cut slide. 

Foreseen Last October. 

“What has happened,” said Gen. 
Hodges, “was clearly foreseen as far 
back as October of last year. That is, we 
saw that the mass was slowly moving 
into the prism. It was, of course, im- 
possible to foresee that it would be so 
suddenly dislodged and plunge in its 
entirety into the cut, blocking it to traf- 
fic and causing the great tie-up that has 
followed. 

“When it was discovered that the 
rock and earth involved in the slide 
was moving, the mest powerful of 
dredges were put t6 work removing the 
rock and other material as fast as it 
came into the threatened part of the 
cut. All went well and the dredges 


were able’ to keep the thatind’ *do- | 


‘paratively free until in the early part 
September, the mass of sliding material 
suddenly began to move so fast that the 
block followed. 

Unfortunately it came with a rush and 
the dredges were entirely ‘unable to cope 
with the situation. The result is what 
the world has since learned and the 
problem now is to get it out. You may 
rest assured the problem will be suc- 
cessfully worked out and the canal, 
when it is again clear, will be a better 
canal than it ever was before. 

“About 10,000,000 cubic yards of mat- 
ter were involved in the slide. The fact 
that it was in motion was, as I have 
stated, known to the canal engineers 
since October of last year. For months, 
until the sudden rush of September, the 
movement was very sicw. That it was 
moving could be detected by the drop- 
Ping particles. The east side of the slide 
is north of what is known as Gold Hill 
and north of Contractors’ Hill on the 
west, a part of the western area bcinz 
the gite of the old village of Culebra,

Gen. Goethals’ Problem. 

“Since Sept. 20 until the present time 
the slide has been in continuous motion, 
thé length of the channel obstructed be- 
ing about 1300 feet. The width at the 
worst point has been reduced to about

and 16 feet. The finished width of the 
channel at the point where the trouble 


jis will be 300 feet, and the depth @ feet. 


These figures indicate the size of the 
problem confronting Gen. Goethals and 
his men.: 

The canal force is now working day 


und night to free the channel and make 
possible the reopening of the canal to 
traffic. The most powerful units in the 
dredging fleet are being used, among 
them the powerful lb-yard dipper dredges 
Gamboa and Paraiso, while a third 
dredge of similar capacity, the Cas- 
cadas, while left Philadelphia for the 
Canal Zone several] weeks ago, is un- 
doubtedly also at work now. These three 
dredges should be able to take out an 
average of from 123,000 to 15,000 cubic 
yards of earth a day each. The dredging 
work of these powerful vessels, it should 
be pointed out, is supplemented by 
smaller dredges, and with all the units 
at work, the monthly output should se 
in excess of 1,200,000 cubic yards of ma- 
terial. 

“Of course, the space is contracted, and 
it is sometimes difficult to find good po- 
sitions for all the units of the dredging 
fleet. The material, as fast as it is 
dredged out, is loaded into scows and 
towed ‘about 10 miles to the dumping 
grounds in Gatun Lake. The material 
is almost entirely of rock. The rock fs 
of. a formation which crumbles after a 
period of exposure to air. In places 
this rock is quite hard, and blasting is 
necessary in its removal.

Bankers’ Committees in America and 
London Reach Formation of Terms 
of Issue. . 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Plans to extend 
supplemental credits to the British have 
assumed definite form. A committee of 
American bankers is being formed to co- 
operate with a committee representing 
London financial institutions. Forms of 
the new credit have narrowed to two. 
The first plan is the acceptancy by 
trust companies ami State banks of 
finance bills dfawn by London banks 
and bankers, of six months’ maturity, 
at between 4 dnd 6 per cent. Such bills 
have been taken by some trust com- 
panies in this city. 
The second plan .contemplates taking 
by national banks of British acceptance 
of bills drawn in this country on ac- 
count of exports of commodities. Such 
bankers’ acceptances may run nine 
months and be taken by national! banks, 
which, in turn, may rediscount them 
with Federal Reserva banks. The in.- 
terest rate on these nine-month bills 
will be slightly lower than on those of 
shorter maturity.

Surgeons Ci an yo kt tad | 
ot Fighting From Wounds 


St. Louis Doctor, Recently From American Hos- 


pital Near Paris, Says Injuries.of Soldiers 
“Describe” Nature of Attacks at Front. 


The mortality among wounded French 
soldiers who ate treated at the Amer- 
ican hospital in. Paris is. surprisingly 
low, according to Dr. Nathaniel Alli- 
son of 4917 Berlin avenue, who has re- 
turned from three months’ volunteer 
hospital service there. In spite of the 
fact that practically all the wounds are 
infected when the:men are received at 
the hospital, the lives of probably 80 per 
cent, he says, are saved. 

Dr. Allison left here July 15 and ar- 
rived at Paris July 28, and entered upon 
his service at thé hospital at once. He 
served continuously until Oct. 20. 

“The American Ambulance Hospital, 
as it is called, is a building which had 


just been completed for a high school at 


the beginning of the war,”’ Dr. Allison 
“It is supported by American con- 
tributions. The. medical staff is largely 
American. The staff consists of four 
surgeons, three assistant surgeons, four 
resident physicians and 20 internes. 
Nearly everyone connected with it is 
American or has American affiliations. 
Even the ambulance corps is made up 
of young Americans who went to Paris 
and volunteered for that service. 
600 Beds in Hospital. 

“There are 600 beds in the hospital. 
They are always filled. Paris is 65 or 70 
miles from the neareat trenches. ‘The 
wounded reach the hospital within 2 
hours. The’ transportation arrange- 
ments are excellent. The wounded are 
taken first to the first-aid stations and 
from these to the field hospitals, in the 
villages behind the lines. From these 
all who can be moved are sent back by 
motor ambulances to the railroads and 
hurried to Paris. 

“There are 220 ambulances, each with 
a carrying capacity of five or six. The 
stretchers, all uniform, are made to fit 
the ambulances and the railroad cars 
and it is never necessary to change a

“Practically all wounds are infected 
when the wounded men reach the hos- 
pital. That is because the bullets or 
fragments which wound pass first 
through the clothing and the clothing 
of soldiers on the firing line cannot be 
clean.

Proper drainage is 
relied on fn-preference: to strong anti- 
septics,.which have largely been aban- 
coned.¥ 

Shattered Jaws Rebuilt, —

sent to the American hospital. This 
dces not mean, however, that most of 
the men receive wounds of that char- 
acter. The assignment of the wounded 
tc the various hospitals is selective. The 
men’ with jaw injuries are sent to the 
American Hospital because th¢-Ameri- 
can dentists have done wonderful- work 
rebuilding shattered jaws. The average 
age of the wounded men is &. The 
youngest received while I was there was 
2» years old and the oldest was 4. 

“The spirit of the men is, without 
exception, admirable. They never com- 
plain. Most of them are eager to get 
wel! and return to the front. The spirit 
of Paris is a determined calm. There is 
no eacitement and no wavering.”
